1 . Claim 5 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 55 of U.S. Patent No. 6781335. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because subject matter of claim 5 is in claim 55 of patent 6781335. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicaily disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Popat as cited by applicant in view of Alderman as cited by applicant and Taichi 

Gp2001 25849) as cited by applicant and Zhang and Shiue et al . 

Popat discloses power supply and electrical operated architectural covering device 
including voltage or current source having varying voltage output see fig 2A #31 and 
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electrical device fig 2A #33 and fig 8A and abstract. Popat lacks disclosing voltage 
converting unit including step up converter, coupling voltage or current source to 
electrical device and second circuit connecting motor to rechargeable power sour is 
step up converter and varying types of batteries and step up converter elements. 
Alderman discloses solar cell and battery coupled with voltage multiplier for boosted 
voltage see fig 1 #14,16,18 and abstract. Taichi discloses batter to load is coupled with 
boosted voltage see abstract. Zhang discloses shotky diode and mosfet for step up 
converter see paragraph (0013) and Shiue et al discloses battery types see claim 5. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the power supply 
and architectural covering of Popat with boosted voltage of Alderman and boosted 
voltage of Taichi for recharging battery and for improved control and types of battery 
and step up converter elements for current demand and for different levels of power.
